once for all. The silveritea arc reviving 
(his issue in the hope of gaining for 
their party an Impel ua tbii year which 
will enable it to <'un> Ihe. uiigreaaional 
eleetiona in 1S98 am] to secure the preai- 
denoy in 1000. There ia nothing new in 
the question as it is now presented. It 
was fully discussed last year, but all 
the old arguments will be brought to 
the front once more. 

It will lie well for the farming class 
and the other voters of these states to 
study the qut ton afresh and aik the 
^politicians what good the free coinage 
I of silver can do tia or our interests. 
They will be told hrst that times are 
still hard in the country and that the 
cause of them ii the want of aufllcicnt 
money — that more money ia what is 
needed for general prosperity. 

Ilut the e<)ucatio4i of the last ram- 
paign ought to have made every man of 
them understand clearly tb.it the coin- 
age of more legal tender silver dollais 
will not increase the circulating medi- 
um of the country, fur the reason that 
the history of the world shows clearly 
that w heneter a nation has iiiteiupled to 
make use td two kiuils of inoce.v, differ- 
ing in intrinsic or coinuierrlal value, 
the result has nlw ays been that the bet- 
ter kind of money disap|>eared from cir- 
culation, leaving the poorer kind to oc- 
cupy the Held. If it is provided by law 
that 4U’.i grains of silver shall be 
coined free without limit and form a 
legal tender dollar, and that one-six- 
teenth of that weight of golil is also a 
legal tender dollar, then if the apecified 
amount of sliver ia worth leu than the 
specified amount of gidd, in the meas- 
urement of gold, all gold money at 
once disappears from circulation 

Immediately after the passage of 
such a law tbit country would lose 
about SSOO.OOO.OOO of gold from the 
channeU of trade. It would take sev- 
eral years, running tbr mints at their 
fullest rapacity, to i-oiu enough silver 
to make up for this loat of gold money. 
In the meantime there would t>e all the 
evils of a heavy contraction of the cur- 
rency. Mortgages and other debts 
would be forced to paynieuf, and the 
farmers would find in the general tight- 
ness of the money market the demand 
for their products would decrease and 
prices fall off 

Tliere will be a great deal of the old 
talk about the blesaings of bimetallism 
this year. Now, the fact is that the 
I'nited States ia already the greatest 
bimetallic counlvy in the world except 
France. That is to say, while mninfnin- 
ing the gold standard of values, wc use 
as mone.v lu this country more silver 
than is used In any otherolvilized coun- 
try In the world except France. 

The silver men do not want biinetnl- 
lisui. Their scheme <loes not look to 
that emi. They den-aud a cheaper kind 
of morey than gold standiiril money. 
Tlii. they expect to secure by forcing 
this cixiniry down to a silver basis, so 
we shall be not h biinetullic nation, but 
a monunietallir nation, using silver as 
our only metallic money. This is the 
condition of Mexico to-day, and it Is 
held up to ns by the silver men as the 
ideal situation. — Sound Money.
